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Sir, 

In my utmost grief as a mother I cm writing to you to ask your interces- 
sion before the Argentine authorities in the case of my 17-year— old dsn rh ter 
Adriana Gutti, who disappeared on April 9ih 1977 in the city of Bueno c Aires. 

The demand of "habeas corpus" presented on Kay 20th, 1977 » before the 
Federal Court 1, Section 4> met -as usually happens in these cases- with a 
negative response. We have appealed to all legal means to no avail. 

A year ago, on June 9^h 1976, my husband Gerardo Latti, Uruguayan trade- 
union leader, was kidnapped in Buenos Aires by security forces in circumstan- 
ces analogous to those that now surround my daughter's disappear;. *• : c c: . wince 
then, all the enquiries I conducted in this year hove not produced any infor- 
mation as to his fate. 

On August 4th 1976 I came to France with my two other children under the 
protection of the UN High Commissioner for Refugees, and we arc living since 
then in France with the status of political refugees. 

My daughter Anri : nn remained in Argentina with her fi.-ncl Ricardo Csrpin- 
tero, from whom she expected a baby. Ricardo Cnrpintor? was els? kidnauned 
in Buenos Aires on Marc’- 2pth 1977* In his case, the demand of "habeas corpus" 
interposed by his parents gave also negative results. In Argentina, the autho- 
rities are ir. the hrfbi t of de ny i n g t he k i dn appin gs re rf o rm e d by their own 
armed forces. 

In my refuge in France, my inability to arrive by my own means to learn 
where is my daughter, knowing as I do that each day may be decisive to her 
life, is a source of continuous distress. Adriana had a visa from the French 
Government that she ir.tened to use upon the birth of her baby. 

She was kidnapped in the last weeks of her pregnancy, a fact which aggra- 
vates the vulnerability of her youth and the uncertainty about the baby's 
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life

a personal int- rview with hr Harpc-r, who was meat attentive to my cr.se. 

I hope that your activity and the he !"• of all those who ~re concerned 
for the defense of human rights may bring me, and all those who are in my 
case, relief as to the whereabouts of their loved oner. 

I am sending you photocopies of my daughter's documents. At the 
same time, I ask you if you would be so kind as to send me the corir- • of 
your interventions.
